However, the Presi­ 
dent emphasized that “on the 
question of troops, as it’s gener­ 
ally understood, we do not have 
evidence that there are Russian 
troops there.”

BERLIN (UPI) - The quiet re­ 
turn of East German Communist 
boss Walter Ulbricht from Russia 
stirred Western fears today of 
possible new Red moves to try to 
oust the Western powers from 
Berlin. 


Although it was calm along the 
Communist-built anti-refugee wall 
dividing the city, there was a gen­ 
eral air of apprehension over Ul- 
bricht's next move. Ulbricht re­ 
cently conferred with Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev. 


The Communist leader returned 
Friday from a month’s vacation 
in the Soviet Union. There was 
no prior announcement of his 
coming and none of the fanfare 
that usually accompanies his ar­ 
rival from abroad. 


Ulbricht’s

cided with Western military intel­ 
ligence reports that the Russians 
have set up anti-aircraft missile 
bases around Berlin and on each 
side of the three vital air corri­ 
dors connecting the city with West 
Germany.
